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Ihave plainly enough diftinguifh’d, that 

1 am of Opinion, thofe of them call’d Pro- 
teftants, were not either the firft in the Defign, 
or firft in the Execution, of the Revolt from 
the Emperor; but as they came at laft, to joyn 
in the general Revolution of Affairs, and to have 
the deepeft fhare in the Suffering part, “tis ne- 
ceflary I fhould fay fomething to let the World

- fee how far they were, or were not, concern’d 


ia it. 

-— I can not but think ’tis a little hard, that fome 
who are tender of the Reputation of the Pro- 
teftants, fhould be fo Partial, as to believe I 
fhould nor do them Juftice in this Relation, or 
fo impatient, as not to wait till the. Courle of 
the Scory brought me to it. 

The Refleftion made on the Relation, and 
on the Author, have fo little weight in them, 
that I have not really thought them worth No- 
tice hitherto, and fhall oftly couch-on them now 5 
To fay of the Author, he has chang’d his Prin- 
ciples, and writes to pleafe a Party, 1s to fhow 
them(elves as Weak as Malicious; {ince as in 
all his Praétice, no Man can be nam’d that has 
more to his Perfonal Prejudice, defpifed the 
Parriality of Parties, and 1s not afham’d to af- 
firm, that as no Party’ in the World can make 
him an offer large enough to Tempt him to for- 
fake his Principles, fo neither can they Territy 
him fiom awning the Truth, which he-has al- 
ways adher’d C0. 
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Nor is this at all concern’d in his Writing of 
the Hungarian Malecontents; and if thefe foe 
forious Gentlemen pleafe to have Patience, they 
will find the Author of thefe Sheets freely de 
claring himfelf upon the Principle: of Salas Po. 
puli Suprema lex, as often as there fhall be occa- 
fion ; and fufficiently to defend himfelf from the 
Scandal of fhifting his Principles. 

The Objectors againft Matter of Faét, he de- 
fies, and boldly Challenges any Man, to Charge 
him with either wrong Quotation or wrong 
Conftruétion. The things we are upon, are of 
Yefterday, and frefh in our Memory; and we 
cannot be fo forgetful,asnot to remember enough 
of it, to Confirm er Confute an Author we Ca- 


-vil at, if he fhould make a flip of this Nature. 


Fis yet frefh in our Memories, that Vien 
was Befieg’d by the Turks; ‘That the Turks Bike 
the Truce of 20 Years, 3 Years before the ex- 
piratfon of it; ifany Gentlemen Queftion, we re- 
fer'them to Examine, how many Years it mutt 
be, between 1665, when that Truce was made 
and 1682 when this War began; and if they 
yet doubt the Periods, let thein confider, that 
the Battle at St. Gothard, between Montecu- 
1, and the Grand Vifier on the River Raab, was 
in the Year 1664, and the Siege of Vienna was 
in the Year 1623, fothat neither Way it was pof- 
fible, that a Truce of 20 Years could be expired. 

If the ObjeGion lies againft the Emperor, that 
he gave the Zurk occafion of Quarrel, I have af= 
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firm’d the contrary s and the many Complaints 
made by the Emperor’s Ambaflador at Conftan- 
tinople, of the Fraétions of the Trucey and the 
unjuft Depredations of thé Baffa’s of Buda and 
great Warradin, which he always receiv'd hau- 
ty and infolent Anfwers, to prove the Matter 
too plainiy to be denied. 

The Declaration of the Mufty at Conftanti- 
rople, atter the great Succeffes of the Empe- 
rot’s Forces, Terrified them with a Profpeét of 
the Ruin of the Turlijh Empire, is a farther 
CorSrmation of this the Particulars, of which 
are to be tound in the Gazetts of thofe days. 

The Imperial Arms, by a continued Series 
of uninterrupted Succeiles, had beaten the Turks 
on every occafion; had Taken Buda, the Bridge 
of the Ejeck, and after that Belgrade: The 
Prince ot Baden had beaten the Turis near Sephiz, 
had Ravag’d Schzvoniz, and part ot Bugariz, 
and Epirus Provinces, the Chriftiaa Arms had 
aot besn feen in, for near 200 Years before; 
and we began to talk of Pofleffing the Streights 
of Mount Hemzs, and railing Contributions to 
the very Gates of Adrianople,; The probability 
of which, was fuch, Thatthe Juris were inthe 
greateft Confternation imaginable, and the tre- 
quent Tumules among the Peopie, were great 
Infianees of it 3 but particalarly when their Re- 
ligious Priefts telling the People their great Pro- 
phet was Angry with them, for breaking the 
‘Truce with the Chriftians, contrary to the Faith 
and Promife of their Great Emperor, given in 
a Solemn manner. The Confequence of this 
was, as is well known, the Popular Fury fell 
wpon all thofe, who, they faid, were the Caufes 
of that Breach; in which hurry, they utter’d 
their Fary againft Count Teckely, as the Caule 
of it——— of which by it felf-———— as their 
Rage extended, to make Sacrifices of all that 
they could find, who‘had any.hand in that War; 
fo they never left, till they. Dethron’d, even 
Grand Seignior bimfeif. 

In thi- Confternation of their Affairs, it was, 
that we find that ftrange Proceffion they made to 
the Tomb of (reir greac Prophet Mabomet,inOr- 
der to appeafe ou“ Wrath, the Multitude of rheir 
Detvices Priefts, and Devoteers, the Quality 
the Perfons and Croud of People, which from 
all parts of the Empire, ramto this Procefion, 
are incredible 3 fom: have told us there were 
above 4( Oooo People at it; the horrid Execra- 
tions, aad Cyc n.:gs of their Enemies, the Blaf- 
phem'es againit Chrift, the Murthers and hor- 
rible Cruelties they Executed on Chriftian and 
Jewith Captives, fo many of whom they hew’d 


in pieces, at the end of fuch, or fuch a certain 
Number of Prayers,and the like; things too long 
to Relate here, are all Teftimonies of the Cafe 

before us. 

And I aminform’d, That they ftill believe — 
their Great Prophet was appeas’d by thisGreat | 
Proceffion ; for that immediately ‘after this, | 
they had feveral Succeffes againft the Chriftians, | 
as particularly the Rout ot $oco Germans inScla- 
vonis, witha Prince of the Houle of Aolftein. 
The ftrange Retaking of Belgrave, the Rout- 
ing, of, and Killing the Brave Count Veteran in 
Transfilvania, and in fhort putting a Chec,ue to 
the Succeffors of the Chriftians. 

_Thefe are, I think, fufficient Proofs that the 
Turks broke the Truce withthe Emperor, and 
that they did it without any (uthcient Grovind.. 

That they broke it without any formal Decla- | 
ration, or proper Notice, is plain from abun- 
dance of Inftances which the Hiftory of thofe ; 
Times are fullof; parricularly the Siege of | 
Cinifi2 which was Attempted, and Taken be- | 
— Turks had given the leaft Notice of a_

The Cafe of Count Seriniis very Particular, | 
who fecing the conftant Infults of the ine, . 
on them, in feveral Places, by way of Repri- _ 
fals ; and at laft, made the Famous Attempt of _ 
Building a Fort on the Frontiers of -his own 
State; which he call’d Serinwar, and which the 
Turks. immediately fe!l upon, with all their 
Force. 

The Emperor having Refolv’d to fe all poffi- 
ble Methods to avoid a Quarret with the Turis 
let fall this Brave Man, and negle@ing him te 
the laf Extremity, let him be opprefs’d by the 
Turks, —— They that fay the Emperor 
peglected this Noble Count, in Prejudice to 
his Family, aad co the Proteftanc Party, as they 
have noching to prove it from, buc their own 
fuggeftiion, and the Sufpitions of Parties ; fe 
they. that ugeeR this of the bmperis Court, 
muft make them vety blind tc their own Interefy, 
and Ignorantly Malitions to themfelves, to fur- 
fer the Twk to OpprefS a Prince of fo much ~ 
Intereft and Power, meesiy to weaken a 
Party. 

Beiides, it was arparent this Prince was ale 
ways True to the Emperor, aud never fided 
withthe Malacontents. norwithitanding all the 
Milufage he met with-; and notwithfanding he 
was left, as.it were, a l'rey to the firft Fury of 
the Turisy and might eality have fecur’d his 
Lands, from the Depredations of the Infidels 
by liding with Count Teckely and his Party. :
